4. IN BRIEF INTERVENTION US EXPRESSED REGRET AT COMMITTEE'S 

ACTION STATING THAT UN EMBARKING ON DANGEROUS COURSE IN VIOLATION 
OF CHARTER WHICH MAY HAVE SERIOUS CONSEQUENCES FOR FUTURE OF 
ORGANIZATION. BECAUSE OF IMPORTANCE US ATTACHED TO LEGAL
